John Rippey. 
John Rippey, aged 82 years, one of 
Sedalia’s best known citizens, a re­ 
tired business man and a member of 
the First Methodist Episcopal church, 
died last night at 9:15 o’clock at May­ 
wood hospital, where he underwent 
an operation for bladder trouble on 
Thursday, October 16. 
Mr. Rippey was a citizen who de­ 
voted his time advantageously, and 
during a residence of thirty years 
here he did much toward the further­ 
ing of public, enterprises of various 
kinds. 
He was a man who enjoyed 
the friendship of everyone of a multi­

acquaintances, and in his 
passing many will mourn.

His home was at 400 East Fourteenth 
street. 
On first coming here Mr. Rippey 
secured employment as 
a 
plumber 
with the late B. G. Ingram, where he 
workel for a couple of years, and then 
purchased the business, which he con­ 
ducted 
successfully 
until 
1892, 
at 
which time he disposed of his inter­ 
ests to retire from active business 
life.

first 
plumbing establishment 
was in the basement of the Citizens’ 
National bank building at Main street

from the bank. Mr. Rippey had con­ 
structed the building on East Second 
street just east of

Mr. Rippey had been
